By tho proposed System of tat- 
ution it is sought to abolish the 
Stale and State school tax on all 
real estate aud porsonal property 
including railroads, and to supply 
the State revenues now afforded 
thereby, in part by imposing a 
speqjal license tax on the business 
of producing coul, oil and gas, 
fixing the amount of .such tax at 
one-third of a cent per ton on 
coal, one-half cent per barrel on 
oil and one aud one third cent> 
on every lo0,000 cubic foet of 
gas; by imposing a license tax on 
the business 6f practicing law and 
uiediciue and retailing tobacco, 
and increasing tho tax on hotels 
and restaurants, on liquor, brew 
ers’ and distiller’s licenses; and 
and by providiug that certain pub¬ 
lic charges now payable out of the 
State treasury shall be paid by the 
counties. 

This scheme of taxation is in 
our judgment contrary to tho pro¬ 
visions or olff WsA* entmtiuiuon, 
and would wo firmly believe, be 
held by tho courts: 

1st. Because repugnant to sec¬ 
tion 1 of Article X -mt -that in¬ 
strument, which provides that tax¬ 
ation shall be equal ami uniform 
throughout the State aud that no 
one species of property shall bo 
taxed higher than any other spe¬ 
cies of property of equal value. 

2ud. Because it exempts from 
taxation for State purposes prop¬ 
erty not authorized by the Consti¬ 
tution to be exempted. 

3rd. Because the exemption of 
real estate from taxation foi State 
pressly prohibited

Our coni is sold in the world's 
markets at prices fixed by compa- 
tition with the product of other 
States. Why should wo place 
special and unusual burih ns upon 
it? Why should West Virginia, 
with its future possibilities as a 
great manufacturing State, wield 
its taxing power to strike at the 
basis of all industrial development 
—cheap fuel? 

Regardless, however, of the 
particular subject of hiicIi tax,- wo 
contend that any taxon produc¬ 
tion" is wrong in principle uud 
contrary to enlightened public 
policy It is in effect a tax upon 
the same capital aud over and 
over again as often as it appears 
in the shape of the product taxed. 
It iH a tax on energy and enter¬ 
prise, tending to retard develop-, 
moat and industrial growth ai d to 
drive away capital-w~ter«e it into 
idleness. 

Those are other features of the 
proposed system which in our 
judgment condemn it as a practi¬ 
cal and rational scheme of taxu-

privileges and franchises alike as 
required by the Constitution. 

Bnt aside from its manifest 
conflict with the Constitution, the 
proposed system is directly at 
variance with what we believe to 
be the true principle of taxation, 
namely, that all property shall be 
taxed and that! it shall be taxed 
by epial and uniform laws and in 1 
proportion to its value without 
class discrimination or favor. 

It would 6oein 1o require no 
elaborate argument to convince 
fair-minded men that any system 
is unsound in policy which would 
exempt from State taxation the 
great mass of property in the 
State and place the burden of 
maintaining the State government 
upon a few special industries or 
classes of individuals. The bur¬ 
dens and benefits should hesliared 
alike, lest reckless prodigality in 
the the expenditure af revenues result 
hnt from the lack of responsibility in 
not providing them.
